To overcome the 35 U.S.C. 101 issues with claim 24, applicant's representative agreed to amend the limitations such 
that the "program" is realized on "a computer readable medium." Furthermore, applicant's representative agreed to 
cancel claim 27 which duplicates the newly amended claim 24. 

Examiner indicated that independent claim 4, generic to species B, D and F directed to Figures 16, 19 and 21, 
respectively, is in condition for allowance. All claims dependent therefrom, including claim 14, are in condition for 
allowance as well. As such, claims 4-6, 8, 14 and 24 are allowed. Claims 1-3, 7, 9-13, 15-23, 25, 26 and 28-111, 
directed to a non-elected species, must be cancelled for the purposes of placing the application in condition for 
allowance.
